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She brought them 
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joy — Christina Capozzi lived a short life, 


but it was a happy one, and she brought that happiness to her 


family and friends as well. 


Friends, family know Christina 
has gone over the rainbow 


They all saw it, and they’re all 
quite sure where it came from. A 
rainbow appeared in they sky on 
November 4, the day Christina 
Capozzi was buried, say her 
friends and family, who all knew 
that the brief parting of the 
clouds that afternoon was no 
accident. 

Christina, a second-grader at 
West Elementary School, died on 
Halloween at the age of 8 after 
complications from heart 
surgery September 29. 

The rainbow was something of 
a theme in Christina’s life her 
parents say. Coloring was a 
favorite activity for her, says her 
father Michael Capozzi who lives 
in Salem, N.H. and keeps two 
shopping bags full of markers. 

The song “Somewhere Over 
the Rainbow” was part of the rea- 
son Christina chose Dorothy 
from the Wizard of Oz for her 
Halloween costume, says her 
mother Lynne Capozzi of 
Andover. 

While Christina never got the 
chance to go out on Halloween 
this year, a nurse at Childrens’ 
Hospital made two Dorothy 


dresses for Christina, one for her 
and one for her doll Sarah, to 
wear in the hospital. The site of 
the pair of Dorothys inspired a 
visiting priest from Beth Israel to 
sing “Somewhere Over the Rain- 
bow” at Christina’s bedside. 

“It was more special than any 
prayer anyone could say,” says 
Christina's stepfather Don 
Bulens of Andover. 

Her teacher Gail Mack says 
it’s been hard for classes to go on 
without her. 

“It’s really hard not to have 
her here. She always had a smile 
and a hug for anyone, anyone at 
all,” she says. 

Her friendly nature made a dif- 
ference to one classmate, accord- 
ing to Lynne Capozzi. While she 
had always been an excellent stu- 
dent, Christina’s confidence and 
independence soared when she 
started wearing hearing aids to 
school, says her mother. “She 
just bloomed,” she says. 

When one parent had trouble 
getting her son to wear his hear- 
ing aid in school, Christina was 
asked to talk to him. When 
Christina told her classmate how 
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much more fun school was when you could 
hear, her classmate wore them without fail, 
Capozzi says. 

Her love of school even showed at home, 
her parents say. 

“On Saturday when there was no school, 
she kept asking me why,” says her father. 

Mack says she often couldn’t get Christina 
to stop working until she shut off the lights 
and told it was time to go. 

“She always gave everything 100 percent,” 
Mack says, but not just to her schoolwork. 

“She was a really accepting person, a sweet 
little girl who loved everybody,” she says. 

Her mother marveled at Christina’s bright 
outlook on life despite a few of the medical 
challenges she faced including a heart condi- 
tion that required surgery twice before she 
was five. 

“She was always happy, and never com- 
plained,” her mother says. 

Family members say their happiest day 
after Christina’s surgery was the day a heart 
became available for transplant after Christi- 
na spent 19 days on life support. Christina 


was at the top of the list to receive a heart for 
transplant, but the operation was unsuccess- 
ful says Lynne Capozzi. 

Despite the unsuccessful surgery, Capozzi 
says she’s thankful Christina had another 
chance, and requests that any donations on 
Christina’s behalf be sent to the Cardiovascu- 
lar Program at Children’s Hospital (c/o Patty 
Hickey, 300 Longwood Ave., Brookline, MA 
02115).

Police warn of vets 
fund-raising scam 


Andover police recommend resi- 
dents keep an ear peeled this Veterans’ 
Day week for bogus solicitors looking 
for money on behalf of veterans. 

Lt. Kevin Lynch of the Andover 
Police said he heard reports from resi- 
dents including John Lewis, Veteran’s 
agent for the town, that people have 
been called and asked to donate to the 
“Vietnam Veterans of Andover.” 

Lt. Kevin Lynch said police cannot 
confirm that the organization is a scam, 
but when he called the number that was 
available, he was “stonewalled, brushed

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off, and treated rudely,” and left with 
very little information, he said. 

The first time he called the number 
and introduced himself as an Andover 
police officer, the woman who answered 
the phone hung up on him, Lynch said. 

“Tm very upset that people would use 
this time of year to take advantage of 
people, maybe people who had loved 
ones who died in the service.” Lynch 
said, who is also a Vietnam Veteran. 

Lynch said he recommends to resi- 
dents not to make such donations over 
the phone until the police can confirm 
the legitimacy of the organization. 

Lynch said the police are aware of all 
local organizations aiming to raise 
money for veterans like the American 
Legion, who do not solicit donations, 
but sell “poppy” pins. 

Lewis said he doesn’t know of any 
local veterans’s groups who ask for 
money over the phone.

the back of a truck, you can’t take it lightly,” 
she says. 

Laundry lint, which she collects from local 
laundromats White’s and Andover Clean Craft, 
can be boiled and mixed with epoxy to create a 
thick, papier-maché like substance. Wilkin 
often uses this to create a textured frame 
around her paintings that looks like once 
swirling, but now hardened, volcanic rock. 

But her love of unusual materials doesn’t 
stop there. Her works include various incarna- 
tions of paint rags, bolts, coffee filters, shiny 
granola bar wrappers and occasionally an old 
license plate or a hubcap. 

“Tm inspired by how nature takes over” in 
the recycling process, she says. Many of her 
paintings that are surrounded by, or include, 
recycled materials, depict landscapes or ani- 
mals. 

One painting of a bear going through 
garbage spilled around a campground won the 
Thomas Goodyear Memorial Prize for humor 
at the Cooperstown, New York national art 
exhibit. 

It is on loan now and part of an exhibit of her 
work on display in the first floor of the Memor- 
lal Hall Library. The exhibit runs through Sat- 
urday as part of America Recycles Day. 

Proceeds from the sale of her work go to 
local organizations including AVIS and local 
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recycling efforts. 

Wilkin spends good amount of time 
recycling as much as she can, and vol- 
unteering for schools in many ways, 
but before she can make art, she needs 
to make time. A mother of four, Wilkin 
finds some time to paint while her chil- 
dren are in school and the light is good, 
and when they’re off to bed, she sculpts. 

Wilkin says her four children are 
supportive of her work, and are also 
learning to recognize patterns in 
nature. 

“They do pick up cues,” she said of 
her artistic influence on her children, 
Helen, 4, Henry, 6, Joe, 8, and Annie, 10. 
All but Helen attend the Bancroft 
School.

Andover’s Dr. Howard Koh, 
the state’s health commissioner, 
is borrowing a page from Uncle 
Sam. He wants you. 

Specifically, Koh wants you to 
join him in his fight against dis- 
ease. 

That’s because he 
believes the average 
person can do a lot 
to stop public health 
problems such as 5 
domestic violence, 
teen pregnancy and 
substance abuse. 

“I will never be 
bored in this job, I 
can tell you that 
right now. It’s a fas-

learned is that 
everyone can be 
involved in public 
health. All you have to be is a 
concerned citizen.” 

Set to start his second month 
in the state’s top doctor’s office 
(“Andover’s Dr. Koh sets state’s 
health direction,” Townsman, 
Nov. 6), Koh says he’s amazed at 
the number of Massachusetts 
issues and people he deals with 
every day. 

So, even though he’s board- 
certified in medical oncology, 
dermatology, hematology and

internal medicine, Koh seems to 
believe one of his greatest 
weapons in the battle for better 
health is what he calls his “won- 
derful bully pulpit.” In other 
words he plans to use his posi- 
tion, and quick smile, to encour- 
age other Bay State residents to 
get involved. 

In Dorchester 
recently, Koh says 
Miss America did 
just that when she 
joined Boston 
Mayor Thomas 
Menino in celebrat- 
ing the opening of 
housing for people 
who have HIV and 
are fighting drug 
problems. 

“A lot of people 
don’t think Miss 
America’s a public 
health figure, but in 
this case she is,” 
says Koh. “If someone is pas- 
sionate, they can make a big dif- 
ference.” 

In a number of areas that lead 
to illness or injury, the so-called 
average person can do more 
than doctors can to address the 
problems, says Koh. 

Proper handling of environ- 
mental hazards is one area 
where everyone can do their 
part, he says. By chance, select- 
men learned this themselves last 


month when Curt Laffin, project manager of 
the Merrimack River Watershed Council, 
told them the greatest threat to clean water 
was no longer big business, but the common 
individual who might be pouring oil down 
the drain. 

Koh also says Massachusetts residents 
can help by teaching sexuality education 
and telling kids about the dangers of sub- 
stance abuse. 

“If you took an average person and talked 
to them for 10 minutes you could find a way 
(they can help),” he says. “It usually takes

me less than a minute.” 

A strong proponent of stopping tobacco 
use, perhaps Koh’s favorite example of how 
people can get involved comes from the 
ranks of the American Cancer Society. 

“Louise Marmer, the leading spokesper- 
son for the American Cancer Society, is a 
housewife who quit smoking herself and 
decided this was a skill she could pass on to 
other people,” he says. 

“You see people who think they’re pretty 
ordinary doing extraordinary things,” he 
says.

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Student role in superintendent search questioned 


The search for a new superintendent 
continues amid some controversy over 
whether or not students would be 
involved in the process. 

Andover School Committee Chair- 
man Tina Girdwood told student school 
committee representative Marc 
D’Agostino that since he had missed the 
deadline to apply to be a student search 
committee member, the committee 
decided to change the role of students in 
the search process, and remove them 
from the interviewing stage. 

D’Agostino said he could accept their 
objections that he missed the deadline, 
but was upset that the committee denied 
his request to be involved on principal. 

“It’s like saying ‘You missed the dead- 
line. Shoot, but we didn’t want you there 
anyway. Education is about students, 
and you need us every step of the way. 
We have a different perspective than you 
do.” 

Girdwood said the decision to change 
the students’ role in the search came 
after a meeting with advisory school 
administrators from other towns who 
thought some candidates wouldn’t trust 
the confidentiality of students. 

D'Agostino said he thought that

School committee chairman Tina 
Girdwood attended the first meeting in 
place of the regular committee member 
liaison Eric Nadworny. 

Girdwood said the group is beginning 
to discuss the needs of fifth graders and 
how their role in school will change 
when they move from a senior spot at ele- 
mentary schools to a freshman spot in 
middle school. 

The transition also applies to fourth 
graders who become the senior students 
in elementary schools, says Girdwood, 
but that doesn’t necessarily mean that 
they will assume all the “leadership 
roles” fifth graders had.

Police are hoping the public will help them 
expose a man who’s exposed too much of him- 
self to Andover women and children on at 
least three separate occasions. 

The alleged sex offender has been 
described as an approximately 155-pound, 5- 
foot-7-inch white male with light brown hair. 
Searching for a fresh lead on the thirty-some- 
thing man, Andover detectives are hoping 
that someone will see his image in the paper 
and contact police with new information. 

“The main reason to get it out there is that 
hopefully someone will say “This looks like so- 
and-so,”” says Detective Donald Pattullo. 
“Because right now we’re coming up with 
nothing.” 

Police say the sex offender has worn red, 
cut-off sweat pants and a white T-shirt and 
pretended to be a jogger. His typical maneu- 
ver is to run by someone he has selected and 
fake a fall. When the person approaches him 
to see if he’s OK, the man exposes himself, 
say police. 

The most recent incident involving this 
man occurred last Wednesday, Nov. 5 when 
the man exposed himself to three female 
Phillips Academy students, say police. Based 
on the students’ description of the man, police 
used a computer program to create a compos- 
ite image of the man. 

Pattullo says this computer image is a fair

re-creation. 

“The girls felt as though that (computer 
image) was a pretty good likeness of him,” 
says Pattullo. “With a composite it’s not 
always going to tell you exactly who it is, but 
it’s certainly going to tell you who it isn’t.” 

The Phillips incident was the third inde- 
cent exposure that police tie to this suspect.

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report of a suspicious man near 
Wildwood Road and Ivy Lane 
who fit the description of the sex 
offender for whom they’re now 
looking.

Public debate 
is healthy 


It doesn’t take high-level powers of 
observation to see that there is a bit of a 
public war of words going on between 
the Andover teachers union and the 
school committee. 

All one has to do is glance across to 
the Letters page to see it in full bloom. 

It began a few weeks ago with com- 
mittee member David Birnbach chid- 
ing union president Tom Meyers for 
spending too many of our hard-earned 
tax dollars on union activities and too 
few of them on teaching the young 
minds of our next generation. 

So of course that prompted angry let- 
ters from Meyers supporters, which 
have prompted angry letters from Birn- 
bach supporters. Now there is an ad, 
urging Birnbach to resign. 

Amid all this rancor, some are wring- 
ing their hands over how uncivilized 
this all is. This is Andover, after all, 
where people have been tossed out of 
office because they were perceived as 
too confrontational, and others have 
been elected not because of their stand 
on issues, but simply because they have 
promised to be consensus builders. 

What has gone wrong? What hap- 
pened to consensus and civility? 

Nothing, in our view. 

Sure, it is nice if the work can get 
done, the high school can get finished, 
the schedules can get set and the con- 
tracts can get negotiated with no more 
squabbling than would occur at after- 
noon tea time. 

But that isn’t the way the real world 
works. And those who think it does are 
dreaming. 

For better or worse, people tend not 
to say what they really think about an 
issue until they are challenged — until 
their blood begins to boil a bit. And it’s 
long past time for some blunt talk about 
the school department’s troubles. 

There is also nothing wrong with 
these disagreements being aired in 
public. If this sort of “unseemly” 
behavior had occurred some months 
ago, some of the dreadful problems 
Since September might have been 
avoided. 

The public has also grown weary of 
being told it has to be spoon-fed infor- 
mation after officials emerge from 
their executive sessions. That hasn’t 
been working too well, lately. 

So let the “frank exchanges of views” 
continue. They may actually clear the 
air a bit.

It’s tough, trying to connect with the 
meaning of Veterans Day, sitting here 
in a well-appointed function room at 
the Andover Marriott. 

Not that there is anything at all 
wrong with the event, which has 
drawn a couple hundred business 
types, politicians, junior ROTC mem- 
bers, reservists and yes, a number of 
real veterans of real wars. 

This is a great turnout for a great 
day — the 20th Century Salute to Vet- 
erans Breakfast, co-sponsored by the 
Merrimack Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Merrimack Valley 
Chapter of the American Red Cross. It 
is a time to observe and celebrate the 
sacrifices that bought us our freedom. 

It’s just that it is a little tough to 
really understand those sacrifices 
when everything is so comfortable. 
We're sitting in comfortable chairs, in 
a comfortable, climate-controlled 
room, with beautiful chandeliers 


above and a lavish spread of food in the 
corner. We get our juice glasses and 
coffee cups refilled without even ask- 
ing. 

And amid all this, we’re hearing 
about sacrifice. About fighting and 
dying in the mud and cold, or in steam 
heat while being driven crazy by 
insects and the paranoia that comes 
from land mines and the constant 
threat of ambush. About dropping 
bombs from 30,000 feet in flying gaso- 
line cans that were so vulnerable that 
we don’t even want to think about the 
death rate of those who flew them. 

And yes, about the aftermath of 
such misery — the high rate of veteran 
homelessness, emotional breakdown 
and suicide. 

Retired Navy Captain Thomas J. 
Hudner, Jr., introducing the keynote 
speaker, is probably more correct than 
even he realizes when he comments 
that, “There are too few who really 
have an appreciation of the sacrifice” 
of those who fought in America’s wars. 

Because even on a day set aside to 
honor that sacrifice, it seems very far 
removed. 

It is also easy, sitting in such com- 
fortable surroundings, to think how 
simple it should be to eliminate all this 
rah, rah military stuff. If people would 
just be sensible and tolerant, there 
would be no need for wars, no need for 
young men to leave homes and fami-

lies to put themselves in harm’s way. 

And that seems to be one of the 
things worrying Retired Air Force 
General Charles W. Sweeney, pilot of 
the scientific observer B-29 when the 
first atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima, and pilot of the B-29 that 
dropped the second bomb on Nagasa- 
ki. 

Sweeney has local ties, by the way. 
His father grew up on Chestnut Street 
in Andover, and he ran a leather busi- 
hess in Lawrence and Lowell in years 
past. 

But Sweeney, now in his late 70s, 
knows he has a limited amount of time 
left to counter what he calls the “revi- 
sionists,” or the “unseemly lot” of 
Americans who “take snippets of 
facts” and weave a case that it was 
American imperialism alone that 
caused the war with Japan; that Amer- 
ica was out to destroy Japanese cul- 
ture; that there was no real need to 
drop either bomb — that if America 
had just been sensible and compas- 
sionate, none of that would have been 
necessary. 

So that is what consumes him now. 
This is one old soldier who may be 
gone someday soon, but who will nei- 
ther fade away nor go quietly. He was 
one of those who took to the talk show 
circuit, kicking and screaming about 
the proposed exhibit at the Smithson-

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Let's start to focus 
criticism on ourselves 


Editor, Townsman: 

This letter is in response to Mr. David 
Birnbach’s recent letter published in the 
Townsman regarding Andover teacher and 
AEA president Tom Meyers (“Taxpayers 
shouldn’t fund union work,” Townsman, Oct. 
30). It is not my intent to defend Tom regard- 
ing the personal and economic statements 
made by David. For anyone who knows Tom, 
who has professional contact with him or 
who acknowledges Tom’s indelibly meritori- 
ous contributions to the integrity and excel- 
lence of our school system, Tom needs no 
defense. Instead, I take issue with the lack of 
ethics and the plethora of innuendos associ- 
ated with the mentioned letter. 

If one is going to use a public forum to 
expose perceived personality traits of an indi- 
vidual, then it is imperative that the whole 
individual be represented. If Tom has a com- 
bative style in his professional repertoire, 
then shouldn’t due mention also be made of 
the collaborative, proactive, dynamic, dedi- 
cated and leadership traits in Tom’s personal 
and professional demeanor? 

The economic analysis made of Tom’s 
teaching schedule lacked a fundamental 
dimension: the benefits associated with the 
costs. Try itemizing the meetings where Tom 
unselfishly invests his time. Try taking an 
inventory of the hours this man dedicates to 
the multiple operations necessary to main-

If David was proposing that the one class 
period that is lacking from Tom’s present 
teaching schedule be better spent in the class- 
room teaching, then how, in good faith, can 
David defend the creation of another admin- 
istrative tier (program advisors at the high 
school) whereby there are eight experienced, 
talented, highly educated and enthusiastic 
professionals who are constrained to teach- 
ing only two classes each a year? 

There continues to be too much negative 
criticism, blaming and personal attacks that 
permeate our professional environment, and 
which find their way into our media. What 
would it take for us to forgive the faults and 
deficiencies of our colleagues and instead 
refocus our critical surv eys unto ourselves? 
Emancipating ourselves from our own faults 
would create much greater benefits for our 
society and our schools than perpetuating 
the type of perspectives recently editorial- 
ized. Imagine...

The Andover School Committee is com- 
mitted to excellence in education. 

As part of that charge, the school 
administration has a responsibility to 
develop and implement plans to meet that 
goal. For our part, we need to maintain 
open communication with all of our stake 
holders about the goals of the school Sys 
tem. By being informed, we hope you will 
participate at various levels of the goal-set- 
ting process. 

To this end, we would like to share the 
following information about some of the 
recent issues raised in the community 
about the school system: 

1, Staff development: We are commit- 
ted to providing opportunities for staff 
training to meet the standards for high- 
quality teaching. The administration has 
implemented a plan for staff development, 
and the school committee voted to support 
it in the school budget, which was 
approved at Town Meeting. 

We encourage our teachers to fully par- 
ticipate in the opportunities that are made 
available to them. We have high expecta- 

tions for our teachers, and pay them 
accordingly; we look forward to the imple 
mentation of a teacher-evaluation model 
that accurately assesses teacher perfor- 
mance. 

2. The school budget: The school com- 
mittee and the administration work dili- 
gently with the other boards to support 
education in Andover. 

Contrary to some extreme views, we do 
not conduct "nefarious deals" as reported 
in the AEA Newsletter of September 1997. 
More than two-thirds of the school budget 
goes toward teacher salaries, and this 
amount has grown significantly over the 
past several years. Budgets are construct- 
ed at the school building level and the Sys- 
tem level. We have lobbied for and 
received an increase of about 25 percent 
over the last three years. We understand 
that the town’s fiscal constraints are a 
reality that we must all live with. 

3. Program advisors: At the high 
school, we changed from department 
heads to program advisors in our recently- 
bargained teachers contract. The former 
department heads who last year taught

- speaks for itself, and Mr. Wettergreen 
smartly chose not to comment on it. 

However, the attempt to tar and feather 
Mr. Birnbach for his legitimate concerns by 
tying them to the problems of the high school 
scheduling fiasco is missing the point. There 
are serious issues with the high school sched- 
ule this year, and they need to be solved to 
maintain public confidence in our ability to 
provide excellence in education. It is this cri- 
sis of competency that Mr. Wettergreen 
should be focused on, not on his conspiracy 
theory. 

Blaming and scapegoating does not solve 
any problem. We need to recognize, however, 
that both the teachers union and the school 
committee agreed to a high school schedule 
framework that expected more from teachers

less than a full load now are full-time 
teachers. 

Department heads were not allowed by 
the AEA to perform evaluations, and 
because they rotated every third year, a 
situation could arise where one teacher 
would review another teacher one year, 
and the opposite would happen the next 
year. This was not a sensible model of 
supervision. 

The program advisors will provide con- 
sistent evaluations from year to year, and 
will also have responsibilities for curricu- 
lum, department budgets, staff develop- 
ment, and support for teachers efforts to 
develop strategies for longer classes. Pro- 
gram advisors also teach up to 40 percent 
of a teaching load. Department heads and 
program advisors are not comparable. 
Program advisors will provide oversight 
and support for the changes in curriculum 
that must take place in our move toward 
excellence in our high school. 

The school committee endorses and 
supports the plans to implement neces- 
sary change throughout the school Sys- 
tem. These plans include collaboration 
with teachers and input from our parents 
and community. After the collaborative 
process, recommendations are made to 
the school committee, and votes are taken 
to support a direction or plan: implemen- 
tation comes next, Now is the time to put 
differences aside. Now is the time to assess 
our roles in the implementation. Feedback 
and assessment is ongoing. That’s a given. 
Now is the time to carry out our responsi- 
bility to the system that is moving forward 
to improve education — to improve teach- 
ing and learning. 

Finally, the school committee applauds 
your participation in the efforts we are all 
making to improve education in Andover 
for our children. Communication is criti- 
cal and ongoing, and we need to stay 
informed. We all must be working togeth- 
er in these efforts — parents, teachers. stu- 
dents, school committee, and the commu- 
nity.

and paid them more as a consequence. The 
block scheduling structure the administra- 
tion adopted for this year is a one-year aber- 
ration; it has no flexibility, violates the teach- 
ers’ contract (in fact, the union filed a griev- 
ance over the 82-minute schedule at the 
beginning of the year), and requires the 
expenditure of about $1 million extra over the 
next three years, compared to the “hybrid 
block” structure. 

Those are the reasons the school commit. 
tee has been so expressive about the process 
for rolling out the 1998-’99 high school sched- 
ule. We negotiated an agreement that would 
have high school teachers teaching more 
(although less than middle and elementary 
school teachers), and the school administra- 
tion ended up with a schedule that has high 
school teachers teaching less (almost 10 per- 
cent less)! It is no wonder why the teachers 
union has become — all of a sudden — enam- 
ored of the 82-minute blocks. It is actually a 
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reduction from the old seven-period sched- 
ule, but with significant wage increases. This 
Current situation cannot be solved by point- 
ing out the union’s efforts to undermine the 
block-scheduling planning process last year, 
or for their demands to be compensated for 
teaching more (now that they are teaching 
less, perhaps they will be equally open and 
return the excess money) or for the union’s 
ability to take advantage of managerial inept- 
ness to squeeze out more dollars from the 
administration at the beginning of the year. 

The real problem with the high school 
schedule is not the idea of integrating longer 
blocks with shorter, year-long classes (the 
“hybrid block”) — that is the arrangement 
which can best accommodate all of the edu- 
cational and learning strategies for all types 
of subjects, sequencing of courses, and learn- 
ing styles. 

No, the real problem is the concern over 
management incompetence during this time, 
and the continuing lack of evidence that our 
school administrators generally have the 
ability to implement any kind of schedule in 
a competent manner in the future. The high 
school leadership has not publicly produced 
any hybrid block structure, either last year 
or to date. | have a great deal of experience in 

raining managers in essential leadership 
skills, and have been involved in developing 
and restructuring schedules and operations 
in the rapidly-changing health care field, and 
I am at a loss to understand what is happen- 
ing. 

Individual members of the school commit- 
tee have offered their professional services to 
the administration to help with the design 
and implementation of the schedule — I have 
shown the administration several possible 
designs over the past year — but no school 
committee member, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, has received either an acknowledgment 
or any interest in participation. 

The high school schedule fiasco this year 
was not the result of “software problems” or 
attributable to any one individual. It was the 
result of a complete lack of oversight, and an 
inability to understand and provide assis- 
tance when needed. Given the superinten- 
dent’s report, is it any wonder that there con 
tinues to be concern over the aimlessness of 
direction for the high school schedule devel- 
opment process? 

I do not want to see the high school imple 
mentation process repeat the mistakes of last 
having a late deadline for establish 
ing the initial design, with insufficient time 
left to plan course structures and sequencing. 
It also needs to be done in the open, where 
alternatives can be considered and integrat- 
ed into the schedule 

I have stated publicly that our focus ought 
to be on the delivery of education and cours- 
es, and we should spend our time trying to 
decide how courses should be offered, in 
what type of course length, in what sequence 
which addresses teachers’, parents’ and stu- 
dents’ needs (we ought to know what those 
concerns are by now; if not, we should be 
ashamed of ourselves), and put the schedule 
together enough in advance so that critical 
analysis and review can be done before the 
“last minute.” We need to have a clear vision 
of where the high school is going to be. We 
expect no less from our school leaders

Navy Seaman Walter J. Ander- 
son, son of Walter J. and Elizabeth 
A. Anderson of 22 Railroad St., 
recently departed on a six-month 
deployment to the Mediterranean Sea 
aboard the aircraft carrier USS 
George Washington. 

Anderson is one of more than 5,000 
sailors and Marines aboard the ship, 
which departed its home port of Nor- 
folk, Va., to lead the USS George 
Washington Battle Group, which is 
comprised of eight tactical aircraft 
squadrons, seven surface combatants 
and two submarines.

From the look of it, American workers 
are better qualified for the jobs they are 
hunting than ever before. 

But is the look of it the reality of it? Per- 
haps sometimes, But in an increasing num- 
ber of cases, it is not. Resume fraud — the 
deliberate inflation of qualifications, expe- 
rience or education, or the deliberate omis- 
sion of potentially damaging information 
-~ is now in the 10- to &%-percent range, 
according to surveys, That is about double 
the estimates of 20 years ago. 

And that makes life both difficult and 
risky for employers trying to find workers 
who are both competent and trustworthy. 
According to the trade magazine Personnel 
Journal, workplace violence and harass- 
ment costs businesses more than $4 billion 
a year. Workplace theft is 30 times that, at 
$120 billion a year. 

But every downside has an upside, and 
for Andover-based MGB Associates, the 
upside is that it has opened up a niche for 
the employment consultant. 

Not that employment planning, assess- 
ment and screening are new. According to 
Ted Gill, who founded MGB in 1993 after a 
long career with New England Telephone 
and NYNEX, “assessment testing started 
around the turn of the century.” 

But it has become much more critical in 
recent years, as the competing interests of 
employee privacy collides with the 
increased responsibility of employers to 
know they’re hiring somebody they can 
trust and who has not only the skills but the 
personality to “fit” the job. 

But while the hot topic in employment 
consulting these days tends to be “job fit” 
— the use of personality tests to make sure 
a candidate will “fit” a job — the old-fash- 
ioned background check is a more impor- 
tant job-screening technique than ever. 

There are plenty of horror stories. In a 
recent area case, a bus company was on the 
hook for damages after a driver molested a 
child. Gill tells of another case where an 
employee was discharged by an insurance 
company for violence in the workplace.

When he applied to a second company, and 
that company sought information on his 
work record from the first company, the 
first company would only provide the 
basics — name, job title and dates of 
employment, 

“The guy ended up killing somebody, 
and it ended up costing the first insurance 
company about $6 million,” Gill says, 
because it wouldn’t give out the informa- 
tion that the second firm was seeking. 

Gill says 26 states now have laws to pro- 
tect employers who give out derogatory 
information, as long as it is accurate and 
provided in good faith. Massachusetts is 
not among them, however. “The closest are 
Maine and New Hampshire,” he says. 

But even in places where employers are 
“safe” in giving out more than the basics, 
resume fraud can be difficult to detect. In 
some cases, prospective employers have 
created fake businesses as part of their 
“employment record,” and had accom- 
plices pose as representatives when a com- 
pany calls seeking a reference, 

Under those conditions, it can be tough 


for companies that don’t have a large 
human resources department to conduct 
the kind of background checks that are 
needed. 


. That is where companies like MGB 
come in, although even Gill’s firm brokers 
background checks to another vendor, 
which does a driving record, credit history, 
criminal record, education and employ- 
ment verification check. 

“It's all public information,” he says, 
“and these days, most employers require 
prospective employees to sign a release, 
saying they consent to a background 
check.” 

Even an accurate resume and a well- 
qualified candidate may not be the right 
candidate, however. And that is where Gill 
says the real honing of employment screen- 

In some cases, MGB helps a firm create 
detailed job descriptions where none exist- 
ed before. 

In others, the firm helps a company 
develop a profile of its top performers, 
which then lets the company see how appli- 
cants match that profile. Or it can take the 
form of personality tests that suggest 
whether a person has the temperament and 
characteristics to thrive in a particular 
position. 

Not that these are new ideas either. W. 
Edwards Deming, called the father of 
“Total Quality Management,” has said that 
“If a person is not performing as expected, 
it is probably because he is miscast for the 
job.” 

Gill says that concept provides the kind 
of information that can make both the 
worker and the boss happy. 

He says he is an example of that. One of 
the reasons he and fellow senior partner 
Meg Arsenault are running MGB is 
because, “we were miscast in many of the 
jobs we had in our previous careers (Arse- 
nault also worked for NYNEX). If there had 
been tools like this, probably those mis- 
takes could have been avoided.”

ument” and the specific pro- 
grams outlined should be able to 
change over time with the needs 
of the department. 

The plan was also designed to 
prepare students for statewide 
tests that begin this year. 

The booklet called “Excellence 
. By Design” outlines goals for 
the department ranging from 
philosophies on instruction and 
standards to specific curriculum 
programs. The changes that will 
occur in the curriculum are out- 
lined in the “review and develop- 
ment cycle” section. There is also 
a plan to asses the document itself 
to determine whether the 
changes were effective. 

“There needs to be a way to

Barbie Meets Reality: Stress and the Adolescent Gir] 


Talk is on stress that young women face, 
making choices about their futures 


he Merrimack Valley 
branch of the American 


Association of University 
Women will present an informa- 
tive program entitled “Barbie 
Meets Reality: Stress and the 
Adolescent Girl.” 

The meeting will be held 
Wednesday, Nov. 19, at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Lawrence campus of 
Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege, 45 Lawrence St., Lawrence. 

A panel composed of local psy- 
chologists, including Margaret 
Downs and Margarita Brenes, 
will discuss the stress young 
women in our community face as 
they begin to make choices about 
their futures. Learning to evalu- 
ate the messages they receive 
from family, peers, school, and 
the media is a confusing and frus- 
trating job for young girls. Often 
the messages are conflicting and 
the task of evaluating choices 
and understanding the conse- 
quences of those choices is over- 
whelming. The discussion will 
focus on the expectations the 
girls face and ways to help them 
make healthy decisions for a suc- 
cessful future. 

AAUW has long been a nation- 
al leader in the field of education 
and equity for women and girls, 
and is the largest grantor of post 
baccalaureate educational fellow- 
ships for women in the world. 
The three recent studies pub- 
lished by the Association have 


generated much discussion and 
change in schools. The first 
study, “Shortchanging Girls, 
Shortchanging America.” point- 
ed out the differences in the way 
the boys and girls learn and are 
treated in school, and led many 
school districts to begin examin- 
ing curriculum and teaching 
methods for gender bias. 

The second study, “Hostile 
Hallways,” examined the issue of 
sexual harassment and how it 
affects young women in the acad- 
emic arena. 

The third study, “Girls in the 
Middle: Working to Succeed in 
School,” looked into the different 
mechanisms girls develop to 
achieve success in school, and 
examines the factors which con- 
tribute to girls’ successful acade- 
mic careers. 

The Merrimack Valley branch 
of AAUW has been active for 
more than 25 years. The branch 
is involved locally and at the 
State level in presenting educa- 
tional forums for its members 
and the public. It currently spon- 
sors a local scholarship for non- 
traditional female students com- 
pleting a four-year degree, and 
book awards are given to young 
women in recognition of their 
academic achievements and to 
encourage them to further their 
education.

ian Institute that intended to portray the 
Japanese essentially as the victims of Ameri- 
can aggression. 

The exhibit was canceled, the Smithsonian 
official who planned it “had the foresight to 
resign,” the general says, but has now moved to 
teaching at a major American university, 
where he will have the continued opportunity 
to shape the minds of the next generation. 

There are dozens of points of contention. 
Was the U.S. out to destroy Japanese culture? 
According to the general, American generals 
did consider dropping the bomb on Kyoto, 
Japan, “but we didn’t, because that was the seat 
of their culture.” 

The “revisionists” argue that the U.S. could 
have invaded Japan without the use of nuclear 
weapons, and lost “only” 40,000 men. Sweeney 


says the best estimates at the time ranged from 
200,000 to 500,000 men. But even if it were 40,000, 
he wonders, which 40,000 would they choose to 
invade? 

Perhaps more to the point, more than 50 
years after the fact, who should we believe; a 
middle-aged academic with a political agenda, 
or somebody who was there? 

The general understands a harsh reality — 
that the truth is always just one generation 
away from extinction. When he and those who 
fought World War II are gone, there will be 
nobody left to tell it as it was — unless they 
have taught their children. 

And that is perhaps a way for the rest of us 
to honor what General Sweeney and millions of 
other veterans have done. 

We can’t share the sacrifice they made, nor 
can we fully understand it. But we can promise 
to honor that sacrifice by listening to those who 
lived through such wars, and making sure 
their message doesn’t get distorted after they 
are gone.

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Old bowling alley now just memory lanes

worked there during the early 1970s. “It 
Was just a fun, recreational place.” 

Now 74, North Reading’s Tania Wulle- 
man managed the old Andover Lanes 
with her husband Roger for many years. 
She still remembers trying to buy the 
alley from the former owner, who 
changed his mind at the last minute. 

“I'm sorry to see it go,” she says. “It 
seems to me it’s a shame. We had a lot of 
fun there. We had a lot of leagues.” 

Couples leagues, championships, and 
roll-ofts for television bowling programs 
were all a part of the Andover business 
during its heyday when the Wullemans 
managed the lanes. 

“They even had 20-string tourna- 
ments for the women. Half of us never 
finished,” she laughs. “We had some real 
good bowlers there.” 

Presumably, there were a number of 
Andover residents who knew their way 
around a pool table, too. Andover Lanes 
had two pool tables and a billiards table 
by at least 1960, and you had to be at least 
14 years old to enter the room, says 
Milne. 

The alley also offered a number of spe- 
Cials to attract people to the lanes. On 
school vacation days, people could bowl 
all the strings they could fit in from 9 
a.m. to 1 p.m. for $1, he says. 

“You couldn’t get in there all the 
time,” says Milne. 

The popular spot even had its own 
touring professional men’s team that 
competed for prize money. Milne was on 
the team. 

“We won it three years in a row,” he 
Says when pushed about the results. 
“Then Uncle Sam called and we got split 
up. A few of us were drafted.” 

Yet, even during and after the Viet- 
nam War, Andover kids continued to 
flock to Andover Lanes. 


As downtown 
Andover continues to 
change, some residents 
lament the loss of small- 
er stores such as men’s 
clothing store Macart- 
ney’s and treat shop 
Andover Candy that 
they believe gave 
Andover a unique char- 
acter. At the same time, 
other residents welcome 
the new, familiar busi- 
nesses that take their 
place. 

Here are a handful of 
neighborhood places, all 
on Main Street, that 
have disappeared dur- 
ing the 1990s. Several of the departing

Phillips Academy students also loved 
the place for Pizza Villa, a pizza shop that 
also sold subs and even fried clams, he 
Says. 

“They were the first place around that 
delivered,” he says. “No one had ever 
heard of a place that delivered back then.

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And the food was good.” 

About the only thing Barenboim did- 
n't like about the place was having to fix 
the stupid machines that set up the bowl- 
ing pins. 

“Tt got a little greasy,” he says, dead- 
pan. “You’d have leagues going and all 
the lanes would be busy and then one of 
the pin setters would go.” 

Andover Lanes itself began to go in 
the early ’80s, according to Andoverites’ 
memories. Although it continued to host 
women’s and men’s leagues on week 
nights and children’s leagues on Satur- 


days, the walk-in crowds began to fall. 

It was still the era of “Candlepins for 
Cash” on TV, but by the ’80s the pizza 
shop and pool tables had disappeared, 
and the alley was losing more customers 
than rented shoes stolen by pranksters. 
It tried to attract more teens to the build- 
ing by installing video games. 

“The last thing I remember was deal- 
ing with those games,” says Jerry Silver- 
man, a long-time selectman. “I was 
insisting that they limit it to a couple of 
games because we didn’t want an arcade. 

“We didn’t want kids hanging 
around,” he says. “It was right at the 
beginning of video games. We were con- 
cerned there was going to (be video) gam- 
bling.” 

Selectmen had their way and Andover 
Lanes never had more than two or three 
video games. In time, the bowling alley 
went out of business and the building 
was sold to Ben Osgood in 1986. 

Osgood has a number of problems 
with town officials, and was never able to 
build anything on Park Street. “The real 
donnybrook,” says Jim Doherty, town 
moderator, was when Osgood tried to 
turn the site into a shooting gallery. 

Osgood might have had better luck 
picking up a 7-10 split. 

So, last year he sold the old bowling 
alley building and today, after being lev- 
eled by the wrecking ball, there are plans 
for a new shopping area at the site. 

For some, it might be hard to believe 
there is a sizable group of people now in 
town, who can’t even remember the site 
actually having working lanes. 

School Committee member Eric Nad- 
worny, who moved to town in 1989, is one 
of those people. 

“But you know what would have been 
great at that site all these years?” asks 
Nadworny. “A bowling alley. That’s the 
one thing we need in this town.” 


Bowling alley site wasn’t always a place for spares and strikes

Although many people only remem- 
ber 32-34 Park Street as “the old bowling 
alley site,” it wasn’t always just a place 
you could go to rent ugly shoes. It was 
once a place you could go to rent ugly 
horses. 

Andover Historical Society records 
show that in 1896, this land housed 
“W.H. Higging’s Livery.” In other 
words, today’s old bowling alley site was 
a place turn-of-the-century travelers 
went to rent a horse when they needed to 
make a few stops around town. 

“You’d go there the same as you’d go 
to Hertz or Avis or Enterprise. You’d 
rent a horse or a horse and buggy there 
the same way you’d rent a car today,” 
says Jim Doherty, town moderator and 
author of Andover As I Remember It.

(World War II) started because there 
were no cars being made except for the 
war effort.

Doherty says that the back of the 
bowling alley building was used after 
the war as a terminal for a common car- 
rier that hauled materials from Boston 
to Andover. 

“For instance, they would buy a few 
cases of canned goods and stuff for the 
dining hall at Abbot Academy,” he 
says. 

Although an exact date for the first 
bowling lane could not be found, it’s 
also clear that well after people starting 
coming to Park Street to bowl, they also 
continued to come there for gas. 

“The right-hand, front corner still 
had gas tanks and a small repair opera- 
tion (ran in back) right up until proba- 
bly the ’60s,” says Doherty, whose story 


is confirmed by building plans at the historical soci-

Trying to keep the 
Shawsheen clean 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

While Kevin and Judy Talbot spent hours working on 
water testing in the Shawsheen River because they’re 
concerned about water quality, they didn’t need to do any 
testing to see how much debris would be in the river if the 
dam were opened up. 

The Talbots are New Hampshire residents who work 
at the Andover Post Office on Stevens Street, near the 
bridge over the presently dry portion of the Shawsheen 
riverbed. 

While the dam isn’t being opened atiytime soon, Judy 
Talbot says she’s concerned that when it is opened, all the 
construction debris like barrels and twisted metal along 
the river will just end up at the bottom. 

In an effort to show the condition of the watershed, the 
Talbots are planning a tour of the area this Saturday, Nov. 
15 at 10 a.m. starting at the Post Office at 10 Stevens Street. 

“Everyone who knows about it seems to agree that this 
is a special place that should be cleaned up and protected. 
We just need to see if we can get everyone together to do 
the job,” Kevin Talbot says. 

But cleaning up the riverbed and banks is only part of 
their mission. 

They’ve worked with the Merrimack River Watershed 
Council (MRWC) in water testing efforts performed by 
more than 100 area volunteers headed up by Curt Laffin, 
project manager. 

The results of the testing and some possible solutions to 
problems found will be announced at 6 p.m. Thursday at a 
forum in the function room at Old Town Hall. 

One significant finding, says Laffin, is the dramatic dif- 
ference between highs and lows of the river flows, since 
more and more area is being paved over and stops absorb- 
ing precipitation. 

“That balance in flow is what creates the configuration 
of streams, the size of channels and the whole structure of 
the watershed,” he says. 

A second finding shows that water quality has 
remained relatively steady despite a large increase in pop- 
ulation, largely due to the Clean Water Act of 1972, Laffin 
says. 

But that doesn’t mean the water isn’t polluted, he says. 
The largest amounts of pollutants these days come from 
“non-point” sources, or general daily activities of individ- 
uals like road salt, excess pesticide, pet waste and leaking 
automobiles, he says. 

This years’ dry spell also created testing problems this 
year, but Laffin says the testing will continue in the next 
few years form more conclusive results. 

The study is funded through a grant from the Execu- 
tive Office of Environmental Affairs.

Nadworny said he responded 
to Wettergreen’s letter because 
he felt Wettergreen incorrectly 
tied contractual disputes over 
the AEA president’s hours to 
problems with the high school 
schedule. 

“T don’t see it as a union-man- 
agement thing. It’s not an issue 
you can rally support for educa- 
tion around,” Nadworny said of 
Birnbach’s debate with Meyers. 

Birnbach wrote that he 
thought it was wrong for the 
AEA president to earn $12,000 of 
his salary for performing union 
duties and not teaching. 

Meyers said he teaches one 
less class than other teachers to 
handle administrative duties 
for the teachers association.

He cited the vagueness of the 
superintendent’s report about 
the cause and solution to the 
scheduling problem as a reason 
for the school committee to ques- 
tion the competence of the 
administration when it comes to 
scheduling. 

“The report did not say any- 
thing about what was being 
done or when. Nor did it give 
any indication of what’s being 
done to get it back on track. I’m 
very results oriented. I want to 
see the high school have some

breathing room to get the most 
flexible schedule design that’s 
best for the students, the teach- 
ers, for everybody. Even as of 
now we don’t have a sense as to 
what’s going do be done and 
when,” he said. 

Nadworny said he’s anxious 
to see the general hybrid-block 
framework settled, (a combina- 
tion of 45, 60 and 90-minute 
classes) so people can start con- 
sidering the more important 
things like the content and 
length of the classes that par- 
ents have been questioning 
since last year. 

“T’m already concerned that 
we’re running out of time,” 
Nadworny said, adding that he 
felt it was not fair to anyone to 
come out with an new schedule 
in the spring. “I would rather 
see it come out in the fall, but 
I’m not directly involved,” he 
said.

During the ’60s and early ’70s the bowling alley 
may have reached the height of its popularity, 
and many people still have stories about the alley 
and about the late Maurice Krinsky, a town char- 
acter whose father owned a junk yard two doors 
down. 

“Mo Krinsky used to come in every night and 
have a cup of coffee,” says Jim Barenboim, who 
helped operate the bowling alley a few summers 
during the early 1970s. “We’d ask him, ‘How’s it 
going?’ and his trademark response would be 
‘Miserable.’ His license plate said ‘MISERABLE.’” 

Once the bowling alley closed and the building 
was sold for $1.2 million to Ben Osgood in 1986, 
however the stories about the site became less 
humorous for everyone involved. 

After buying the building and putting on a new 
roof, Osgood tried to convert the building for 
housing retail stores, and his request was denied 


by the planning and zoning boards. The boards 
said his plans weren’t providing enough parking 
for the site. 

In 1989 he submitted plans for a Chuck E. 
Cheese pizza restaurant and a health center, and 
he also tried to build a shooting gallery, but both 
requests were denied by town officials. 

By 1992, he had four different lawsuits pending 
against the town. 

There was some discussion about the building 
being used as a senior center. 

Less than a year ago, Osgood finally sold the 
land to another developer, and today there are 
plans to put parking and a retail building at the 
site. 

In February, Planning Board Chairman Mike 
Miller called the plans submitted at that time 
“almost too good to be true.” The plans have 
changed since then, but planning board members 
continue to support the new ideas for the area.

He scored four touchdowns his second season with Pittsburgh, and fin- 
ished his NFL career with 514 yards rushing, 39 pass receptions for 423 
yards, six TDs, one field goal, 10-of-12 PAT kicks and 49 career points. 

He led the NFL in kickoff returns (27) and total yards (716) in 1955. 

In 1958 he left the NFL to accept the temporary position as co-coach of 


the Bowdoin hockey team. 


Watson was inducted into the Northeastern University Hall of Fame in 
1975 and the Maine Sports Hall of Fame in 1986. He is also a member of the 
Andover/Punchard High Athletic Hall of Fame.

What can you do to make sure your 
medicine remains effective? 

The answers to some commonly 
asked questions can help protect your 
medicine: 

Q: What changes the stability and 
strength of medicines? 

A: Two factors are environmental 
extremes and aging. Heat, cold, dry- 
ness, humidity, and/or direct exposure 
to light or moisture can affect the sta- 
bility and strength of medicines. Stor- 
ing medicines on a kitchen window 
sill, in a bathroom medicine cabinet, 
or in a car, where they may be exposed 
to freezing window panes, sunlight, 
warm stoves, wet kitchen counters, 
humid bathrooms, or hot glove com- 
partments may be convenient but can 
Cause your medicines to be less effec- 
tive. 

Just as fresh foods lose nutrients 
Over time, the ingredients in some 
medicines can lose their potency over 
time.

What distinguishes Fitness Kick 
boxing from most traditional martial 
arts is the lack of formality and physi- 
cal contact. There are no uniforms;

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Loss of taste and smell can lead to

Flavor-enhanced food

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Many adults 
lose their sense of taste and smell as 
putting them at risk for food 
poisoning, as well as nutrition and 
immune problems, according to an 
article in a recent issue of The Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
(AMA)

from 1966 - 1997 on changes in taste 
and smell among the elderly - includ.

treatment 

She found: “Losses of taste and smell 
are common in the elderly and result 
from normal aging, certain disease 
States (especially Alzheimer disease), 
medications, surgical interventions 
and environmental exposure. 

“These sense deficits make eating 


less enjoyable, and represent serious 
risk factors for nutritional and immune 
Chey also make it more 
difficult for the elderly to maintain rec- 
ommended diets.’ 

Schiffman presented her findings 
here today at the AMA’s 16th Annual 
science Reporters Conference. Her 
article is part of the JAMA theme issue 
on aging. Schiffman “These 
deficits can alter choices and 
intake and subsequently exacerbate 
disease states, impair nutritional status 
and immunity and produce weight 
Taste and smell decrements can 
also put the elderly at risk for noxious 
chemicals and poisonings since 
chemosensory cues provide warning 
signals about chemical safety.” 

Among the health consequences: 

Loss of perception of sweet taste 
can make elderly people with diabetes 
more vulnerable to the adverse effects 
of sugar consumption. 

Losses in salt perception can make it 
more difficult for people with high 
blood pressure to comply with salt 
restrictions

A large proportion of the over-65 
population has age-related sensory 
losses that impair overall health, self. 
sufficiency and quality of life. In the 
case of both taste and smell, the senses 
may be diminished, distorted or com- 
pletely absent. 

Suggestions for treatment 


loss 


Elderly patients who complain of 


sensory loss should undergo a four-step 
evaluation - including medical history, 
a physical examination, psychophysi- 
cal testing and possibly medical imag- 
ing. Once the evaluation is complete, 
the physician may suggest adding sim- 
ulated flavors to meats, vegetables and 
other foods. These simulated flavors 
are basically concentrated essences, 
and unlike spices, they do not irritate 
the stomach. Schiffman writes that fla- 
vor enhancement has been used exten- 
sively over the past 25 for patients suf- 
fering from progressive weight loss. 
Schiffman states: “Flavor amplification 
of food for elderly retirement home 
residents resulted in improved immune 
Status. Consumption of foods flavor- 
enhanced with low-sodium beef, 
bacon, and ham flavors, among others, 
produced increased blood levels of T- 
and B-lymphocytes and improved phys- 
ical strength ...” 

Providing meals with a variety of 
tastes, flavors and textures can also 
help counter the loss of taste and smell. 
Adding coffee or chocolate extracts 
can partially mask bitterness in foods 
and medications, Schiffman states.

Occupational therapy helps 
elderly lead healthier lives 


Individualizing treatment is key 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Health and 
quality of life improved for elderly peo- 
ple who took part in a preventive occu- 
pational therapy (OT) program, accord- 
ing to an article in a recent issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation JAMA), a theme issue on aging. 

Florence Clark, Ph.D., O.T.R., and 
colleagues from the University of South- 
ern California in Los Angeles studied 
361 people age 60 to 89 who were 
recruited from two government-subsi- 
dized apartment complexes for inde- 


pendent-living older adults to find out if 


previous health programs based on 
occupational therapy might lessen 
health risks in older adults. The volun- 
teers were divided into an occupational 
therapy group, a social activity control 
group and a non-treatment control 
group. Clark presented the findings here 
today at the AMA’s 16th Annual Science 
Reporters Conference. 

Results indicate that preventive 
occupational therapy reduced declines 
in physical and mental functioning com- 
monly associated with old age and in 
some cases led to improvements in such 
key areas as physical and emotional 
health and vitality, social functioning 
and life satisfaction. 

The researchers state: “The Well 
Elderly Study provides the most compre- 


hensive test to date of the effectiveness 
of OT. Although a limited number of 
prior investigations have examined the 
effects of OT on older adults, the Well 
Elderly Study goes beyond previous 
studies in that it included a much larger 
sample size, incorporated a wider range 
of outcome domains and included a 
greater degree of experimental control.” 

They continue: “Significant benefits 
for the OT treatment were found across 
various health, function and quality of 
life domains. In cases where a signifi- 
cant finding was present, the control 
groups tended to decline over the study 
interval, whereas the OT group either 
improved or exhibited a relative reduc- 
tion in the extent of decline 

Further, in statistical analysis across 
all three treatment groups of the 11 sig- 
nificant outcome variables, we found 
that the direction of effect favored the 
OT group in all 11 comparisons with the 
social control group and in 10 of the 11 
comparisons with the nontreatment 
control group. Results of the present 
study therefore suggest that preventive 
OT programs may mitigate against the 
health risks of older adulthood.” Over 
nine months, members of the occupa 
tional therapy group received both indi- 
vidual and group treatment to help

Making treatment meaningful

Avoiding adult weight gain 
may prevent some breast cancer 


This is especially important for women 
who have not used hormones after menopause 


CHICAGO - Avoiding adult weight 
gain may contribute to the prevention 
of breast cancer after menopause, Par- 
ticularly among women who do not use 
postmenopausal hormones, according 


to an article in the Nov. 5 issue of The 


Journal of the American Medical Asso- 


Clation JAMA). 

Zhiping Huang, M.D., of the Harvard 
School of Public Health in Boston. 
Mass., and colleagues followed 95.256 
of the participants in the Nurses Health 
Study over 16 years to identify modifi- 
able risk factors for breast cancer. a 
major Cause of death among women 

The researchers estimate that as 
much as a third (34 percent) of new 
Cases of postmenopausal breast cancer 
is caused by hormore replacement 
therapy, adult weight gain or both. One 
out of six postmenopausal breast can- 
cers (16 percent) may be preventable 
by maintaining weight within four to 
five pounds after the age of 18. 

Among the female nurses in the 


study, the researchers found a total of 


2,517 women with invasive breast can- 
cers, 1,000 premenopausal and 1,517

While creating your family health 
tree and talking to your relatives about 
their health history, look at old photo 
albums. Family photos contain valuable 
clues and provide visible tip-offs to 
conditions like osteoporosis 

Osteoporosis is one of many condi- 
tions that run in families and is a major 
public health threat for 25 million 
Americans, 80 percent of whom are 
women. Consequently, it is important 
to know if you are at a higher risk for 
the disease. A lack of estrogen after 
menopause is the single most impor 
tant contributor to this bone loss in 
women, therefore, knowing your fami- 
ly health history will help you discuss 
your personal health profile with your

In addition to the lack of estrogen 
and a family history of osteoporosis, a 
woman should discuss the following 
risk factors with her doctor: 

* Surgical menopause or meno- 
pause before age 45.

* Thin and/or small body frame 

* Poor nutrition, especially low cal- 
cium intake. 

Lack of regular weight-bearing 
exercise. 

* Cigarette smoking. 

- Excessive use of alcohol. 

* High doses of thyroid medication 
or high or prolonged doses of corti- 
sone-like drugs for asthma, arthritis or 
other diseases.

heavy postmenopausal women only 
among those who have never used 
hormone replacement therapy; that 
is, women whose estrogen levels 
would be low if it were not for their 
obesity.

But like many studies that

“A central question is whether 
weight gain itself brings about phys- 
iological changes that effect breast 
cancer risk, whether the increased 
risk is simply the consequence of 
the initial low body weight and the 
more recent heavy body weight, or 
whether the relationship is attribut- 
able to another variable such as lack 
of physical activity, which is associ- 
ated with weight gain and has been 
linked to breast cancer risk in some 
studies.” This study is an important 
illustration of studying separate 
subgroups of a risk group to deter- 
mine different susceptibilities.
